4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record in singly or in combination failed to teach a method and apparatus for coordinating 
multipoint group members in the multicast conferencing environment which comprises the 
combination of having a hop node receiving transmitted control directives, which is an 
aggregation of multiple requests for the same information from different nodes in the multicast 
tree and forwarded combined the aggregated requests and determination at the hop that the 
received same control directives from different nodes whether they can be satisfied at the hop 
nod, if not the control directive will self-routed to the target nodes. For this rationale claims 1, 4, 
6-10 13,15-18, 21, 23-25 and 34-41 are allowed.
